• In order to keep our employees educated and informed pertaining to the valuation of property 
many attended continuing education classes. We also had one employee become an lAAO 
Certified Deputy Assessor. 

• To make sure our offrce is running most efficiently, we purchased new assessor software to 
help keep data.and information up to date... 

• We wanted a more professional look for our office, so in 2013 all frill time employees started 
wearing uniform shirts. 

• We are continuing to keep a student worker employed, part time, ^th eight full time 
employees. 

OVERVIEW OF THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS

• . The governmental fimds statements tell how general government serviws, were financed in 
the short term as well as what remains for future spending. 

The financial statements also include notes that explain some of the information in the financial statements 
and provide more detailed data. The statements are followed by a section of required supplementary 
mfoimation that fiulher explains and supports the information in the financial statements. Figure A-1 shows 
how the requir^ parts of this, annual report are arranged and relate to one another. In addition to these 
required elements, we have included a section with combining statements that provide details about our 
nonmajor governmental funds and internal service funds, each of wdiich are added together and presented 
in single columns in the basic financial statements. 

Govemtnent-wide Statements 

The government-wide statements report information about the Assessor as a whole using accounting 
methods similm to those used by private-section companies. The statement of the net assets includes all of 
the government's assets and liabilities. All of the current year's revenues and expenses are accounted for 
in the statement of activities regardless of when cash is received or paid. 

The two govemment-wide statements report the Assessor's net assets and how they have changed. Net 
assets - the difference between the Assessor's assets and liabilities - is one way to measure the Assessor's 
financial position. 

• Over time, increases or decreases in Assessor's net assets are an indicator of whethCT its 
financial health is iinproving or deteriorating. 

Govemment-wide Statements (contiiiued) 

• To assess the overall health of the Assessor you need to consider additional financial factors 
such as changes in the finances of the State of Louisiana and the parish of ̂ t Feliciana.

Fund Financial Statements

sources of funding ̂ d spending for particular purposes. 

• Some funds are required by State law. 

The Assessor fund is: 

• Governmental funds- Most of the Assessor's basic services are included in the governmental 
funds, which focus on (1) how the other financiial assets that can readily be converted to cash 
flow in and out and (2) the balances left at year-end that are available for spending. 
Consequently, the governmental funds statements provide a detailed short-term view that 
helps you determine whether there are more or fewer financial resources that can be spent 
in &e near future to finance the Assessor's programs. Because this information does 
not encompass the additional long^erm fociu of the gpvermnent-^de statements, 1 am 
providing additional information at the bottom of the governmental fimds statement, or on 
the subsequent p^e, that explains the relationship (or differences) betv^h them. .

INTRODUCTION 

As provided by Article Vil, Section 24 of the Louisiana Constitution of 1974, the Assessor is elected by the voters of 
the parish and serves a four-year term. The Assessor assesses all real and movable property in the parish, subject 
to ad yaiorem taxation. The Assessor is authorized to appoint as many deputies as may be necessary for the efficient 
operation of the office and provide assistance to the taxpayers of the parish. The deputies aire authorized to perform 
all functions of the office, but the Assessor is officialiy and pecuniarily responsible for the actions of the deputies. 

The Assessor's office is located in Clinton, Louisiana. The Assessor employed eight foil-time employees, including 
orie deputy and three part-time employees for the year 201Z. In accordance with Louisiana i the /^sessor bases 
real and movable property assessments on conditions existing on January 1, of the tax year. The A^ssor completes 
and assessment listing by May 1. of foe tax year and submits the list to foe parish goveming authority and foe 
Louisiana Tax Commission, as prescribed by law. Once foe assessment listing approved, foe Assessor submits 
foe assessment roll to foe parish tax coitector. who is responsible for foe collection and distribution of taxes to the 
various taxing bodies. 

N0TE#1. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

A. BASIS OF PRESENTATION 

The accompanying basic financial statements of foe East Feliciana Parish Assessor have been prepared in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles accepted in foe United States of America. The 
Govemmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) is foe accepted standard of setting body for established 
governmental accounting and fihanciai reporting principles. The accompanying basic financial statements 
have been prepared in conformity with GASB Statement 34, Basic Financial Statements and Management 
Discussion and Analysis for foe State and Local Govemments, issued in June 1999. 

B. REPORTING ENTITY 

The Assessor is a "primary government" as defined in GASB pronouncements, since foe Assessor has foe 
power to designate managemeni foe ability to significantly influence opersrtlons of his office (which includes 
the hiring or retentiori of employees, authority over budgeting, responsibility for deficits, and the receipt and 
disbursements offunds)^ and primary accountabilityforfiscal matters. TheAssessorhas nocomponent units. 

The accompanying financial statements present Information only on foe funds of foe assessor and do not 
present information on the police jury, foe general government services provided by foe govemmental unit, 
or foe other govemmental units that comprise foe Jnancial reporting entity.

C. FUND ACCOUNTING 

The assessor uses funds, to maintein its financial records during the year. Fund accounting Is designed to 
demonstrate l^al compliance and. to aid nrfanagemerit by segregating transactions related to certain tax 
assessment functions and activities. A fund Is defined as a separate accounting entity with a self-balancing 
set of accounts. 

Government Funds 

Governmental funds accountfor most of the assessor's generalactivities. These funds focus on the sources, 
uses and balances of current financial resources. Expendable assets are assigned to the various 
govemmental funds according.to the purposes for which they may be used. Current liabilities are assigned 
to the fund from which they will be paid. The difference between a govemrhental fund's assets and liabilities 
is reported as fund balance. In general, fiind balance represents the accumulated expendable resources 
which may be used to finance future period programs or operations of the assessor. The following are the 
assessor's govemmental funds: 

Gensrai Fund-

The general fund, as provided by Louisiana Revised Statute 13:781. as the principal fund of the Asses^rand 
is used to account for the operations of the Assessor's office. The various f^ and charges due to the 
Assessor's office are accounted for in this fund. General operating expenditures are paid form this fiind. 

D. MEASUREMENT FOCUS 

Fund Financial Statements (FFS) 

The amounts reflected in the General Fund in the Balance Sheet (Statement C) and the Statement of 
Revenues, Expenditures, and Changes in Fund Balance (Statement E) are accounted for using a current 
financial resources measurement focus. With this measurement focus, only current assets and current 
liabilities are generally included on the balance sheet. The statement of revenues, expenditures, and changes 
in furid balance reports on the sources (Le., revenues and other financing sources) and uses (i.e., 
expenditures and other financing uses) of cuhaht financial resources. This approach is then reoonciled, 
through adjustment, to a government-wide view of the Assessor's operations. 

The amounts reflected in the General Fund in the Balance Sheet )Statement C) and the Statement of 
Revenues^ Expenditures, and Changes in Fund Balance (Statement E) use the modified accrual basis of 
accounting. Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, revenues, are recognized when susceptible to 
accrual (l.e., when they become both measurable and available). Measurable means the amount of the 
transaction can be determined and avaiiabie means collectable within the current period or soon enough 
thereafter to pay liabilities of the current period. The assessor considers all revenues available if they are 
collected within 60 days after the fiscai'year end. Expenditures are record^ vyhen the related fund itat)ility 
is incurred, except for interest and principal payments on general long-term debt which is recognized when 
due, and certain compensated absences and clainr^ and judgments which are recognized when the 
obligations are expected to be liquidated with expendable available financial resources. The governmental 
funds use the Ibliowing practices in recording revenues and expenditures:

Revenues 

Ad vatorem t£pces are budgeted and recorded in the year the taxes are levied and billed. Ad valorem taxes 
are assessed on a calendar year basis, become due when the tax roil is filed with the recorder of rnortgages 
and become delinquent on January of the following year. Ad valorem taxes are generally collected in 
November and December of the current year and January and February of the ensuing year. 

Other intergovemmental revenues and charges for services are recorded when the Assessor is entitled to the 
funds. 

Interest income on dernand deposits is recorded monthly when the Interest is earned and credited to the 
account. 

Expenditures 

Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified accrual basis of accounting when the related fund 
liability is incurred. Purchases of various operating supplies are regarded as expenditures at the time of 
purchase. 

Government-Wide Financial Statements (GWFS) 

The Statement of Net Position (Statement A) and the Statement of Activities (Statement B) display information 
about the reporting government as a whole. These statements include all the financial activities of the 
assesror. Information contained iri these statements reflect the ecoriomic re^urces measurement focus and 
the accrual basis of accounting. Revenues, expenses, gains, losses, assets and liabilities resulting from 
exchange or exchange-like transactions are recognized when the exchange occurs (regardless of when cash 
is received or disbursed). Revenues, expenses, gains, tosses, assets and liabilities resulting from non-
exchange transactions are recognized in accordance with the requirements for GASB Statement No. 33, 
Accounting and Financial Reporting for Nonexchange Transactions. 

The statement of activities presents a comparison between direct expenses and program revenues for the 
Assessor's govemmentaj activities. Direct expenses are those that are spedflcally associated with a program 
or function and, therefore are clearly identifiable to a particular function. Program revenues Include fees and 
charges paid by the recipients of services offered by tiie Assessor, and grants and contributions for services 
offered by the Assessor.

2. A summary of the proposed budget is published arid the public notified that the proposed budget is 
available for public Inspection. At the same time, a public hearing is called. 

3. A public hearing is held on the proposed budget at least ten days after publication of the call for the 
hearing. 

4. After the holding of the public hearing and completion of all action necessary to finalize and implement 
the budget, the budget is legally adopted priorto the commencement of the fiscal year for which the 
budget Is being adopted. 

5. All annual appropriation lapse at fiscal year end. 

6. The budget Is adopted on a basis consistent with generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP). 
Budgeted amounts are as originally adopted or as finally arnended by the Assessor. Such 
amendments were not material is relation to the original appropriations' 

EQUIVALENTS 

Cash and cash equivalents include amounts In demand deposits, interest-bearing demand deposits, and time 
deposits. They are stated at cost which approximates market 

a INTEREST-BEARING DEPOSITS 

Under state law, the assessor may deposit funds in demand deposlte, interest-bearing demand.deifosits. or 
tirne deposits with state banks organized under Louisiana law or any other state of the United States, or under 
the laws of the United States. Investments are limited by the Louisiana Revised Ste^ (R.S.) 33:2955 and 
the assessor's Investment policy, the a^essor may invest in United States bonds, treasury notes and bills, 
goverriment backed agency securities, or certificates and time deposits.

Donated 
assets.are recorded as capital assets at their estimated feir market value at the date of donation^ The 
assessor maintains a threshold level of $500 or more for capitalizing capital assets. 

Capital assets are reported In the Statement of Net Assets and the S^tement of Activities. Since surplus 
assets are sold for an immaterial amount when declared no longer needed for public purposes by the 
assessor, no salvage value Is taken Into consideration for depreciation purposes. All capital assets are 
depreciated using the straight-line method over the following useful lives;

L COMPENSATED ABSENCES 

The assessor has the following policy relating to vacation and sick leave; employees eam from one to four 
weeks of vacation leave^ch year depending on length of service.

Employees are allowed seven days leave per year which.cannot be accumulated. At December 31,2013, 
there are no accumulated and vested benefits that require disclosure to conform with generally accepted 
accounting pnnciples.' 

i RESTRICTED ASSETS 

For government-wide statement of net position, net position is reported as restricted when constraints placed 
on the asset use are either externally imposed by creditors, grantors, contributors, or laws or regulations of 
other governments; and Imposed by law through cohstitutlonal provisions or enabling legislation.

NOTE #2 LEVIEDTAXES 

Pursuantto Act 174 of 1990, Louisiana State Statue 47:1925.2 cireated a speda! revenue assessment district 
to provide ad valorem tax revenue to fund the Assessor's office. 

Ad valorem teixes attach as an enfbr^able lien on property as of January 1 of .each year. During the current 
fiscalyear, taxes were levied In May and blil^.to the taxpayers by the East Feliciana Parish Assessor in 
October. Billed taxes are due by December 31. becoming delinquent on January T of the following year. 

The taxes are based on assessed values determined by the East Feliciana Parish Tax Assessor and are 
collected by the East Feliciana Parish Sheriff and Tax Collector. 

Ad valorem taxes are budgeted and recorded in the year levied arid billed. For the year ended December 31, 
2013, special assessment district taxes were levied at the rate.of 6.39 mills on property. Total special 
assessment district taxes levied during 2013 was $7,497,&37.

Even though 
the pledged, securities are considered uncollaterallzed (Cat^ory 3), Louisiana Revised Statue 39:1229 
imposes a statutory requirement on the custodial bank to advertize and sell the pledged securities within 10 
days of being notified by the Assessor that the fiscal agent has foiled to pay deposited funds upon demand.

NOTE #7 PENSIONPLAN 

Substantially all ernployees of the East Feliciana Parish Assessor's office are members of tiie Louisiana 
Assessor's Retirement System (System), a cost-sharing, muftlple-ernployer defined benefit pension plan, 
administered by a separate board of trustees. 

Aii .fuii-time employees who are under the age of 60 at the time of original employment and are not drawing 
retirement benefits from any other public retirement system In Louisiana are required to participate in the 
Systern. Employees who retire at or after age 55 with at least 12 years of credited service or at or after age 
50 with at least 30 years of creditable service are entitled to a retirement benefit, payable monthly for life, equal 
to 3 percent of their final-average salary for each year of credited service, not to exceed 100 percent of their 
final^veragesalary. Final-average salary is the employee's average salary overthe 36 consecutive or joined 
months that pr^uce the highest average. Employees who terminate with at least 12 years of service and do 
not withdraw their employee contributions may retire at or after agb 55 and receive the benefit accrued to their 
date of termination. The system also provides death and disability benefits. Benefits are established or 
amended by state statue. 

The System issues an annual publicly available financial report that includes financial staternents and required 
suppierrientary Infbrmatiori for the System. That report may be obtained by writing to the Louisiana Assessor's 
Retirement System. 3060 Valley Creek Road, Baton Rouge, Louisiana 70898, or by calling (225) 928-8886. 

Plan members are required by state statute to contribute 8.0 percent of their annual covered salary and the 
East Feliciana Parish Assessor is required to contribute atan actearialty determined rate. The cuirent rate was 
13.5 percent of annual covered payroll from January through December 2013. Contributions to the system 
include one-fourth of one per cent (one per cent for Orleans Parish) of the taxes shown to collectible by the 
tax rolls of each parish, plus revenue sharing funds apprppiiated. by the legislature. The contribution 
requirements of plan members and the East Feljctaha Parish Asse^r are established and may be amended 
by state statute. As provided by Louisiana Revised Statute 11:103, the employer contributioris are determined 
by actuatlal valuation and are subject to change each year based on the results of the vaiuatioh for the prior 
fiscal year. The East Feliciana Parish Assessor's contributions to the system for the year ending December 
31.2013.was$ 91,947. 

NOTE #8 DEFERRED COMPENSATION PLAN 

The East Feliciana Parish Assessor offers its employees participation in the State of Louisiana Public 
Employees Deferred Compensation Plan adopted by the Louisiana Deferred Compensation Commission and 
established in accordance with Internal Revenue Code Section 457 The plan, available to all Assessor 
employees, permits the erhployee to defer a portion of their salary until, future years. The deferred 
compensation Is not available to employees until termination, retirement, death, or proof of hardship. 

The assets of the plan are held in trust as described in IRC Section 457(g) for the exclusive benefit of the 
participants and their beneficiaries. The custodian thereof for the exclusive benefit of the participants holds 
the custodial account for the beneficiari^ of the plan, and the assets may not be divert^ to any other use. 
The administration are agents of the employer for purposes of providing direction io the custodian account from 
time to time for investment of the funds held in the account; transfer of assets to or from the account, and ail 
other rhatters. Employer match for the year 2013 was $23,099.

NOTE # 9 OTHER POSTEMPLOYWENT BENEFITS PLAN 

Plan Descriptor!. The Assessorpartlclpates in a group defined health, dental and life Insurance benefit 
retirement plan administered by the Insurance committee of the Louisiana A^ssors' Association. Participation 
in the plan Is authorized by the Assessor. The Plan provides lifetime health, dental and life insurance for 
employees that retire at age fifty-five or older and at least twelve years of full-time service, oremployees.that 
retire at less than fifty-five years old and at least thirty years of service. Retirees pay for health, life and derital 
Insurance cost and the Assessor pays the balance of their prerriiums. 

The Assessor has implemented GASB. ^tement No. 45, Accounting and Financial Reporting by 
Employers for Postemployment Benefits Other Than Pensions. In adopting the requirements of GASB 
Statement No. 45 during the year ended December 31, 2013, the Assessor recognize the cost of 
postemployment benefits In the year when employee wrvlces are rendered, reports the accumulated liability 
from pfloryears, and provides Information useful In assessing potential derhands on the Assessor's future cash 
flows. Because the Assessor has adopted the requirernents of GASB Staferhent No. 45 prospectively, 
recognition of the liability accumulated from prior years will be phased in over 30 years, commencing with the 
2013 liability. 

Annual OPEB Cost and Nert OPEB Obllgatlbn. The Assessor's annual other postemployment benefit 
(OPEB) cost Is calculated based on the annual required contribution ((ARC). The Assessor has electefd to 
calculate the ARC and related inforrnatlon using the alternative measurement method permitted by GASB 
Statement No. 45 for employers with plans that have fewer than 100 total members. The ARC represents a 
level of funding that, |f paid on an ongoing basis, Is projected to cover normal cost each year and to amortize 
any unfunded actuarial liabilities (or funding excess) over a period not to exceed 30 years. Te following table 
shows the components of the Assessor's annual OPEB cost for the year, the amount actually contributed to 
the Plan, and changes In the Assessor's net OPEB obligation to ̂ e Plan:

Funding Policy, Funded Status, and.FundIng Progress. The Plan is financed on a pay-as-you-go basis, 
therefore no funds are re^rved for payment of future health insurance premiums. As of December 31,2012, 
the actuarial, accrued liability for benefits was $287,503, all of which was unfunded. The covered payroll 
(annual payroll of ac^e employees covered by the Plan) was $433,000, and the ratio of he unfunded actuarial 
accrued liability (UAAL) to the covered payrojl viras 169%. 

The projection of future benefits for an ongoing plan involves estimates of the value of reported amounts and 
assumptions about the probability of occurrence of future events for intp the future. Amounts determined 
regarding the funded status of plan and the employer's annual required contributions are subject to continual, 
revision as actual results are compared width past expectations and new estimates are niade about the future. 

Actuarial Methods and Assumptions. Projections of benefits for financial reporting purposes are based on 
the substantive plan (the plan is understood by the employer and plan members) and include the types of 
benefits provided at the time of each valuation and the historical pattern of sharing of benefit costs between 
the employer and plan nnembers to that point. The actuarial methods and assumptions used include 
techniques that are designed to reduce the effects of short-term volatility in actuarial accrued liabilities and the 
actuarial value of assets, consistent with the long-term perspective of the calculations. The following 
simplifying assumptions were hiade; 

The following simplifying assumptions were niade: 

Retirement age for active employees - Active members were assumed to retire at the age of 65 years. 

Marital statues - Marital status of members at the calculation date was assumed to continue throughout 
retirerrient. 

Mortality- Ufe expectancies were based on mortality tables from the National Ceriter for Health Statistics. 

Turnover - Non-group-specific age-based tumover data from GASB Statement 45 were used as the basis 
for assignilig active membersa probability of remaining employed until the.assumed retirement age and for 
developing ah expeded future working lifetime assumption for purposes of allocating to periods the present 
value of total benefits to be paid. 

Healthcare cost trend rate - The expected rate of increase in healthcare insurance premiums was based 
on projections of the Office of the Actuary at tiie Centers for Medicare & Medicaid Services. A rate of 5.7 
percent inltialty, reduced to an ultimate rate of 6.6 percerit after ten years, was used. 

Health Insurance premiums - 2013 health insurance premiums for retirees were used as the basis for 
calculation of the present value of total benefits to be paid. 

Inflation ra^ - The expected long-rterm inflation assumption of 2.8 pe^ntwas based on projected changes 
in the Consumer Price index (CPI) InT/ie 2009 Annua/ Report of the Board of Trustees of the Federal Old-
Age and Survivors Insurance and Disability Insurance Trust Funds for an intermediate growth scenario. 

Payroilgrowth rate - The expected long-term payroll growth rate was assumed to equal the rate of inflation. 

Based on the historical and expected retums of the Assessor's short-term investment portfolio, a discount rate 
of 3 percent was used. In addition, a simplified version of the unit credit actuarial cost method was used. The 
unfunded actuarial acc^^ liability Is being amortized as a level percentage of projected payroll on an open 
basis over thirty years.

NOTE #10 EXPENDinjRES OF THE ASSESSOR NOt INCLUDED IN THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

The Assessor's office is located in the East Feliciana Parish Police Jury office. The upkeep and rriaintenance 
of the building is paid for by the East Feiidana Parish Police Jury. In addition certain operating expenditures 
of the Assessor's office are paid by the Parish Police Jury as required by Louisiana Revised Statue 33:4713. 

NOTE #11 RISK MANAGEMENT 

The Assessor is exposed to various risks of loss related to torts; theft of, damage to, and destruction of assets; 
errors and omissions, and injuries to employees. To handle some risk of loss, the Assessor has workers' 
compensation insurance for any employee injured ori the job and surety bond coverage. No settled claims form 
these risks have exceeded insurance coverage for the past three years. There are not significant reductions 
in insurance coverage from coverage In tfie prior year. 

NOTE #12 LITIGATIGN AND CLAIMS 

There is no current pending or threatened litigation.
